The present regional and district 
boundary lines were fixed in 1968 prior 
to the first elections for district and 
regional members to the Competition 
Congress. 

When a division is made within a state 
it has been necessary to follow county 
lines in order to have an exact deter- 
mination on which district a club will 
vote and apply for sanctions, The three 
regions in the U.S, determine who is 
eligible from within the ranks of the pro- 
fessional racers for the election of six 
pro-racers to the Congress. 

Districts are established on the basis 
of concentration of clubs in any given 
area and the number of sanctioned events 
held during the year. 

The Committee has asked that the total 
number of AMA members and registered 
motorcycles be taken into consideration 
when determining the size of the 
districts.

ward, The spray thrown up by the wheels 
was a real problem.”’ 

When the practice sessions were over 
Rick became a spectator and watched the 
best speedway riders in Eastern Europe 
battle for a berth on the World Final 
team.

“In the fourth race, relates Rick, I got 
stuck on the outside at the start, The 
other three guys went into the turnand so 
I tried to stay wide and then cut to the 
inside. I had to cross.the spray thrown 
up by all three riders and just when! got 
behind them something hit my hand so 
hard that it knocked it right off the 
handlebar. I finished the race but I 
couldn’t start the fifth one.’’ 


Rick’s injured hand was later found to 
have a piece of metal and some cinders 
in the wound but it is healing now and he 
is back to his winning ways in California. 

Rick said he had a good time overseas 
and then added, ‘I guess we surprised 
some people over there. Most of them 
seemed to think that we are a bunch of 
squirrels over here, But then I did OK 
against some of them, I guess they ex- 
pected me to run farther back thanI did.’’ 

After Rick’s appearance at Marketa 
one of the Czech promoters invited him 
to return to Czechoslovakia to ride in 
the famous ‘‘Gold Helmet" race at 


Pardubice, The ‘‘Gold Helmet’’ is one 
of the largest national Czech races and 
Rick says that he would like to have a 
start in that race and that he plans to 
spectate at the Speedway World Finals 
in Poland this September. 
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Rick Woods does his slide thing during th 
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is past weekend's speedway action. 


According to Rick, European speedway is quite a bit different than action at 


local tracks.

**We're not looking at today. We know 
about today's motorcycles, they're all 
obsolete. We're trying to build parts for 
tomorrow's motorcycle." 

Manny Harriman of Tablock Industries 
and Brian Littler a motorcycle idea- 
man from England have takena long hard 
look at the motorcycle and decided that 
the best way to design a better one was 
to throw out all-the old ideas and start 
with a clean sheet of paper, 

The Tablock-Littler operation seems 
to be in the right climate to effect major 
changes in motorcycle concepts. They 
are located in Southern California which 
has long been a center of Space age 
engineering and related industrial tech- 
nological innovations. 

‘Application of today’s technology to 
motorcycles has been very slow, Manny 
explains, ‘“The motorcycle of 1970 looks 
essentially like the motorcycle of 1907.'* 
The motorcycle industry is very far be- 
hind other technology oriented fieldsand 
with the motorcycle business stabilizing 
because of the year around demand for 
machines it's time to catch up, he says. 

The pair has plans for a revolutionary 
road going super-bike that resembles 
present day bikes only in that it has 
two wheels. 

The production of that bike is stilla 
few years in the future but some of the 
components that will go into 1t are being 
manufactured and are available today. 

Their fresh approach to the design of 
a motorcycle is. taken with safety as 
one of the main objectives, Already, 
Governmental committees are being 
formed to study the problems of motor- 
cycle traffic safety and consumer cru- 
sader Ralph Nader is involved so it is 
obviously important that the motorcycle 
industry be armed with designs that will 
meet forthcoming federal safety regu- 
lations. 
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Both Harriman and Littler feel that 
safety should be one of the design 
criteria and built right into the machine. 
As Manny puts it, ‘‘When you’re thinking 
in the old concpets you’re just adding 
оп,” 

Since the motorcycle was to be re- 
designed from the ground up the first 
thing to go was the built up wire wheel, 
An article in a recent CYCLE NEWS 
issue previewed the one piece cast 
magnesium wheels that are being built 
to fit Honda's four cylinder CB 750, The 
new wheels are much lighter. and that is 
especially important because wheels are 
unsprung weight and critical to handling, 
Perhaps even more significant however

y is a long overdue replacement for the metal roller chain, according to 


is the fact that the wheels are very rigid 
and eliminate the flex associated con- 
ventional bike wheels. 

After hearing an engineer's descrip- 
tion of how a motorcycle's wheels, forks, 
swingarm and even frame twists and 
flexes as we ride down the trailitmakes 
one. wonder how a present day bike stays 
together at all, The rider works a lot 
harder too. Every subtle flex in a bike's 
running gear necessitates a correction 
of some kind from the rider. Most of us 
make the tiny weight changes or arm 
movements subconsciously but imagine 
how much they hold back a competition 
rider who is approaching the mechanical 
limits in handling. 

The one piece wheel makes tubeless 
tires practical for motorcycles and 
American tire manufacturers are now 
looking into the market for an 18 inch 
tubeless radial tire, 

The next item on the redesign list was 
the forks, Here the answer came directly 
from the American space effort and 
there has perhaps never been a greater 
producer of advanced technology than 
the Man on the Moon project, 

Harriman and Littler are tooling up to 
produce for sale forks that don’t have 
springs but instead use a olio-pneumatic 
accumulator exactly like the same one 
used in the shock absorbing legs of the 
LEM or moon lander, In fact, much of 
the hardware is to be built by the same 
company that had the space contract, 
Doesn’t that put back into the 20th 
Century. 

Another area of investigation has been 
the drive chain, The old metal roller 
chain has served us well and is a fairly 
efficient power transmitter. But it’s not 
without its shortcomings. The modern 
replacement, according to Harriman 
and Littler will be a toothed belt and 
alloy sprockets with rounded undulations 
instead of teeth, When sudden power is 
applied to a conventional roller chain all 
the pull is passed along from one tiny

piece of metal to the next until for one 
instant all the torque of the engine is 
being borne by one pointed tooth on the 
rear sprocket, 

Reliability and wear are becoming real 
drawbacks with chain driven super-bikes 
not to mention problems with lubrication 
and adjustment. 

The Power Pulse drive belt is closely 
related to the gilmer belt and is built by 
the UniRoyal Corporation, Tablock has 
received the license for application to 
motorcycles and already some major 
manufacturers have acknowledged its 
potential. 

The Honda Motor Corporation is work- 
ing with the-Tablock people to prototype 
a belt driven CB 750. Norton of England 
is working with the belt as a possible 
solution to a primary drive need, 

The belt is built with fiberglass cords 
in rubber and lubrication and wear 
problems will be a thing of the past we 
are told. Another big advantage is that 
the power transmission will be instan- 
taneous and six pully teeth will be sharing 
the power at all times. 

The prototype pulleys are built of 
aluminium but Littler says that they can 
be cast in Phenolic, a plastic impreg- 
nated with resin, The Phenolic pulley 
would need a metal backing plate to bolt 
to the wheel but that purpose could be 
served by a super light disc brake that 
is being tested by Littler. 

Other space age accessories that will 
be available in the very near future in- 
elude a cadmium battery with a built in 
charger that gives many times the crank- 
ing power of present lead batteries, a 
strobe light fitted to the front forks to 
make damn sure that your presence is 
announced before you blast intoa crowd- 
ed intersection, special miniature igni- 
tions and a host of other products that 
would some day all go into Littler's 
dream bike complete with a one piece 
forged frame, fuel cell gas tank, semi 
kneeling riding position, and many other 
safety and performance features, 

Littler and Harriman hope to sell 
their products to both the industy and to 
the retail market to raise enough money 
to go ahead with development and pro- 
duction of the completed super-bike. 

Littler studied engineering in England 
and was technical editor of a motorcycle 
newspaper in South Africa. He explains 
that, ‘‘I couldn't do all theideasI wanted 
to try in Europe because of the techno- 
logy. In the U.S., people in the space in- 
dustry or automobile engineers justgive 
me information that took a lot of tech- 
nical investigation, They don’t see mo- 
torcycling as a treatas they might toward 
a competing company,’’ 

Manny Harriman is backed up by 33 
years experience asa tool and die maker 
and designer. He began Tablock several 
years ago to build sprockets for go karts, 
He was all tooled up when the motorcycle 
boom hit and made bolt on motorcycle 
sprockets a stock shelf item. Brian 
Littler.says that when he has an ideafor 
something Manny can be counted on to 
know the quickest most efficient tech- 
nique to produce it. 

Harriman claims that the source of 
most of his ideas come from ordinary 
riders who come to him with questions 
like, ‘‘Why don’t they...?””

French Grand Prix 


After we left Spain from the Spanish 
GP, we headed for Avignon in France. 
Avignon is a fair-sized city, witha super 
campsight situated on the banks of the 
Rhine river, and that was our destina- 
tion. We decided to spent a few days 
there sight-seeing in the ancient walled 
city that once was the center of the 
Roman Catholic Church, Seven genera- 
tions of Popes inhabited the Palace in 
the city center during their period of 
exile from Rome, we found out, 

Avignon, being only 17 km from 
Pernes-les-Fontaines, where the French 
GP was to be held, proved to bea perfect 
resting spot between races. The ‘‘pave- 
ment rash" I sustained from my crash 
in Spain was slowly healing, but still 
caused facial contortions if I sat down 
too cuickiy. 

To fix the bent frame on my Husky, 
my dad and I located a rather heavy, 
long piece of highway fence bracing. We 
took both wheel off the machine, then 
jacked up the car and positioned the bike 
underneath the rear bumper. By letting 
the car back down on the frame, we had 
a sort of mickey mouse vise, but it 
worked very well. By inserting thefence 
brace under the bent section of frame, 
we were able to pry it back up into place 
with a minimum of trouble. 

We spent three days in Avignon, and 
the surrounding countryside, looking at 
castles, museums, and all that good stuff, 
During our stay there Cheri and I cele- 
brated our third wedding anniversary. 
Accompanied by my mother and father, 
we went to a restaurant overlooking the 
Rhine and all the river traffic, 

On the Thursday of that week we moved 
our camp out to the site of therace. The 
course was set in some low hills with 
the parking area for the riders in a 
grove of shade trees, The promoters 
provided water and toilets; somewhat of 
a treat, as most European races have 
either miserable or no facilities, We 
were joined in the evening by Greeves 
man, Bryan Wade, who also travels quite 
often with a car and caravan, 

Unofficial practice began Thursday 
evening and continued the next day, On 
Saturday the official practice session 
and time trials were begun to determine 
start positions for the race. The fastest 
qualifiers got first pick on start line 
position, 

The French course was similar to 
many American circuits, The ground was 
hard-packed and rocky, with lots of dust. 
The start area was very wide, and the 
common type of start (in Europe that is) 
system, the metal gate, was employed, 

The day was long, hot, and dusty. 
Many riders crashed in the dust and 
rocks that would move from one lap to 
the next. Miroslav Halm from Czechoslo-

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vaka won the first leg, followed by 
Roger DeCoster, Torleif Hansen, and 
Joel Robert in that order, Sylvian Ge- 
boers loaded up at the start line and 
finished 12th, 

In the second leg Torleif Hansen 
charged into the lead, and stayed there 
for the win, followed to the checkered 
flag by Geboers, Halm, and DeCoster 
who had fallen once. The final results 
gave Torleif Hansen his first Grand 
Prix win, Second was Miroslav Halm, 
then DeCoster, Ollie Petersson, and 
Sylvain Geboers for 5th. I placed 15th 
overall for the day. 

The race presentation that night was 
a real bang up affair, The room that the 
prizes were presented in was a tall- 
ceilinged hall of obvious antiquity. The 
roof and walls were adorned with many 
frescoes, tapestries, and heavy-framed 
paintings, The president of the clubpre- 
sented the awards, and when Torleif got 
his, the crowd picked him up and pro- 
pelled him across the room over their 
heads on a field of hands, Torleif, who 
is a natural ham, waved and laughed 
all the way. 

After all the awards were given out, 
the riders all jammed into one little 
doorway to pick up their start and prize 
money, This scene was no different in a 
Grand Prix than atany other international 
I have been to. It always looks the same: 
the riders piled up at a doorway, general 
confusion, a long wait, then finally it is 
your turn to squeeze into the tiny smoke 
filled room to get your money. The room 
is always full of officials, smoke con- 
tracts, and a large pile of money. After 
confirming your position and start 
money, you sign your name, shake hands 
all around, and walk out a bit richer 
than you were the moment before, If you 
did well, you make enough to live fairly 
well until the next week. If you did not, 
then you conserve, and make it somehow 
to the next race. That is one thing for 
certain: if you do fairly well, and the 
promoters start to know you, then you 
can usually be sure of a contract for 
‘next week’’, 

After the ordeal of picking up the 
money, things started to loosen up, We 
went to a nearby pub in a hotel, and all 
the tables in the house were lined up 
against each other. Glasses were set out 
and champagne was ordered for everyone 
by Torleif, Sylvain Geboers, and Robert, 
Many toasts were proposed, and after 
about the fifth or sixth round no one was 
feeling any pain, Torleif was given a 
champagne shampoo, and after that 
everything is a little fuzzy in my mind 
‘cause all them other people got drunk!

on Thursday, early afternoon, and the 
next to get there was Sylvain Geboers 
Friday evening. No practice before Sat- 
urday, У 

The race was on the side of a hig! 
hill, Uphill start, hard packed and a 
surface which tended to be rocky or 
gravelly, Metal start gate. From the 
start the course went over a very high 
jump (fourth gear), then to a smaller 
jump, and up the BIG hill, Down the BIG 
hill and into a whole series of changing 
adverse cambers, A lovely course for 
a 250cc GP, 

I was in super form and qualifed 15th 
fastest out of 52 entries, In thefirstrace 


I was 15th on the second lap and closing * 


easily on the 14th, 13th and 12th men, I 
misjudged my speed into a corner and 
fell, The bike loaded up badly andI could 
not get started for a very long time. I 
lost a lap, I finally gotitgoing and start- 
ed charging. I unlapped myself from the 
slower riders, passed others and some 
dropped out, At the finish I was 20th. 

The second race I was out to improve 
my position a whole bunch, I charged 
hard and steady ending up with a 13th, 
My total points gave me a 13th overall, 
I was mad at myself for blowing my 
chances at World Championship points, 
but crashing comes with motocross, If 
I had not lost that lap I would have 
finished 10th for sure andnetted one point 
for our side. What really made me sick 
is that the man who got 10th was way 
behind me in thé first leg when I fell and 
I beat him in the second race too, so it 
would have been 10th for me positively. 

We are headed to Gallarate, Italy for 
a race on Thursday, then we have to dash 
home for Sunday in Belgium. After that 
maybe the Polish GP, 

Right now, that is all from here, Keep 
the home fires burning. 


Italian Motocross 


When we left the Italian GP, we went 
immediately to Gallarate for a race on 
Thursday (yesterday). The course was 
hilly, twisty, many jumps, some out of 
sight down hills, high speed, rocks, sand, 
low gear corners, trees, and some other 
things, that I forget. Oh yeah! DUST, 
That is D-U-S-T, dust. (It was dusty), 

I got to practice on Wednesday along 
with Mikkola and Vekhonen, so I learned 
the track very well before the race. On 
race day the riders were toride one heat 
race (qualifying) and one final, There 
were two heats of about 30 riders. Tons 
of competition. The heat races were 40 
minutes, plus two laps! The final turned 
out to be 50 minutes, plus two laps. 

I got caught in the dust at the start of 
my heat, but came up fairly quick to 
sixth place, in about thefirst 15 minutes, 
No problem catching the riders in front 
of me but just as I went off a high, high 
jump (third gear) the front wheel brake

cable came loose and got caught in the 
knobby tire (lovely). I did not get off but 
did some funny things until I got it 
stopped. I took off a rubber band which 
I use to keep the kick stand from falling 
down during a race, and secured the 
cable back into position. I lost a lot of 
time but worked up and finished 14th to 
qualify for the final, 

In the final I had to start inthe second 
row because of my position in the heat 
гасе. І got a bad start, accordingly, The — 
dust was super-bad, as bad as I have 
ever seen even in the California desert, 
I was about 21st at the start and 18th the 
first lap, I knew it was a long race, so 
I just set a hard pace and kept to it. 
Every lap I passed someone, and gradu- 
ally I began to notice that the crowd was 
yelling at me all the way around the 
course. They yelled more each lap as I 
passed many riders, Toward the end I 
started to go harder because I knew 
everyone else would be tiredand slowing 
down, It paid off. I finished sixth after 
that terrible start, With a good startI 
would have been in the top three. Of 
course that sounds like an ‘‘if’’ and they 
don't count, so I’ll just say I placed sixth, 

Cheri was taking pictures during the 
race and she said the crowd was really 
rooting for me. After the race I was 
swamped with people who wanted auto- 
graphs, and many other well-wishers,

Kring Leads

Sweden's Arne Kring recovered from 
a crash and a delay caused by a mass 
collision to win the 500cc Czechoslo- 
vakian GP by less than a second it was 
reported in the British weekly, Motor 
Cycle News.

Kring 
also Husqvarna mounted, was delayed 
in a first corner pile-up caused by 
Miroslav Halm, but dashed through to 
second place ahead of Friedrichs. 

Kring led the second race all the way, 
despite a fall on the second lap. He 
kept his engine running and lost only

GARDENA, CALIF, June 18, 1970 — With 
a sizeable number of riders already on 
their way to the motocross in Mammoth, 
John DeSoto led a hand full of Experts 
around the Ascot motocross course 
Thursday night, winning six motos and 
overall victories in the 250cc and 500cc 
Ex/Int, classes. 

As usual, DeSoto was in fine form and 
practically. flew around the fast, TT 
like course. 

Jim Dawson, riding for Yamaha of 
Thousand Oaks and Simi Valley, also 
turned in a sterling Expertperformance, 
winning three for three in the 125cc 
class and finishing second behind DeSoto 
in the 250cc go. 

Dawson's 250 machine is actually a 
bored out 175cc model and looks very 
similar to the machine he rides in the 
125 class, Só similar, in fact, that one 
rider lodged a protest, and CMC officials 
made a careful check to determine that 
it was, indeed, a 175cc Yamaha, 

Ossa was the name of the game in the 
250cc Junior battle, as David Pessey led 
three of the Spanish bikes to 1st, 3rd and 
5th place finishes, Designed primarily as 
a TT machine, the Ossa’s seemed right 
at home on the Ascot course. One Ossa 
rider, in fact, used TT tires instead of 
the traditional knobbies, 

Pit racing decreased noticeably dur- 
ing Thursday night's race- but only after 
a spectator and rider were injured by 
two hit-and-run pit squirrels during 
practice, CMC President, Stu Peters, 
issued a strong edict during rider's 
meeting, stating that anyone caught in 
the pits with their machines at more 
than an idle would be immediately dis- 
qualified. It seemed to work, At least 
temporarily. 

Al though rider attendance was down 
by nearly 50 riders from the previous 
week, spectators still turned out in 
force for the regular Thursday night 
feature, 

According to Peters, the course will 
be changed appreciably for next week's 
race, Pits open at 4:30 pm each week, 
with racing scheduled to begin at 7:30 
pm, There is a $5 post entry, with Ex- 
perts racing for a $200 purse and Juniors 
for trophies,

NEW TAX RULES FOR CYCLE CLUB 


By Robert O. Fee 
PART III 


The Federal Tax Reform Act of 1969 
contained a clause that affects the trea- 
sury and operations of every exempt 
motorcycle club in the nation that spon- 
sors a competition event, road rally, 
or social function, 

In general, the Reform Act extends 
the Unrelated Business Income Tax to 
almost all exempt organizations in tax- 
able years beginning after 1969. Specifi- 
cally, the tax is extended to the income 
of a social club that is derivedfrom non- 
membership sources. 

Under previous rules, income to an 
exempt club from non-members was 
considered to be exempt if the activities 
producting the income was in further- 
ance of the club’s purposes and the 
proceeds did not benefit the members 
of the club, 

Admissions, donations, or contribu- 
tions coming from any source but a 
bona-fide club member is now taxable 
to the club, 

For the clubtreasurer, this means that 
two sets of books are now necessary. 
Exempt clubs promoting activities pro- 
ducing income from non-members will 
now have two tax returns to file; Form 
990 or 990SF on which they will report 
their exempt income and the Form 990T 
for the taxable, non-member income, 

Expenses of the club’s activities must 
also be segregated and allocated to the 
proper return to offset the income pro- 
duced by the taxable and exempt income. 
Otherwise deductions against exempt 
income are going to get mixed up with 
deductions against taxable income which 
would lower the tax due. That is one 
distortion that ‘‘Uncle’’ definitely doesn’t 
like, 

On the other hand if the reverse situa- 
tion occurs and deductions against tax- 
able income are applied to the exempt 
income, the club will be paying more 
taxes than necessary. 

1970 is the year of change (and perhaps 
chaos). Your club treasurer should start 
the double book system immediately and 
get the first six months of the year 


allocated at leisure before the year's 
end, By doing it now, many headaches 
will be avoided at the end of the year. 

To ignore the club's tax responsi- 
bilities set forth by the new law is a 
crime for which there are severe penal- 
ties, The members of an incorporated 
club are generally protected by the 
limited liability provisions of the cor- 
porate status. The officers however,are 
not so protected, They are responsible 
for the Corporation's actions and are 
personally liable for the penalties for 
failure to file, 

The penalties are not avoided nor 
transferred to the membership of the 
club if the club directs the officers to 
ignore the legal requirements. The law 
considers the officers the leaders of the 
organization with the responsiblity for 
such leadership delegated to the officers 
by reason of their election. A good 
analogy would be the head of the house- 
hold calling his family together and say- 
ing, ‘‘Look Family, the Government says 
I have to fill out this silly set of papers 
and pay a tax, We really can’t afford it 
because we don’t have the money or we 
would have to cancel our trip to Disney- 
land, What should Ido with these forms?’ 

You can imagine what the children 
would say and it shouldn’t be hard to 
figure out the legal consequences, It’s 
for sure the children won’t go to jail. 

In addition, one of the ‘‘Kids’’ can 
claim up to 10% of the tax and penalty 
due for reporting such criminal activities 
as failure to file a tax return, 

Just to make reporting more attrac- 
tive, a recent House Appropriation Bill 
would allow employment of about 1500 
additional persons in the Compliance 
Branch (the investigative and enforce- 
ment arm of the IRS) for fiscal 1971. 
Noting that some 40% of the returns 
audited last year resulted in no change, 
the House Appropriation Committee re- 
quested the IRS to redouble its efforts 
to develop more effective andproductive 
audit procedures containing a greater 
probability of finding tax deficiencies, 
This may account for the information 
exchange between the IRS and the FTB 
mentioned in the first column of this 
series, 


Naive Optimists who feel that sleeping 
dogs should be left be, are advised that 
the hounds are awakening and they’re 
hungry — for money of course, Both the 
State and Federal tax people (prodded by 
Congress) have become aware that Ex- 
empt Organizations are a source of tax 
revenue heretofore neglected and in 
many cases the privileges of tax exemp- 
tion have been abused by the organiza- 
tions themselves. 

Complying with the law and filing the 
returns may bring requests for infor- 
mation about prior year’s returns that 
have been ignored, If so, they can prob- 
ably be picked up for the tax due and late 
filing penalties and interest (25% plus 
6%/ут). 

If the IRS or FTB have to unearth your 
club and demand that the officers comply 
with the law, it’s reasonable to assume 
that the failure to file penalties (100% of 
deficiencies plus other dollar amounts) 
will be assessed, Then there is always 
the charge of fraud that can be raised on 
the failure to file issue and that is a go- 
to-jaul situation, not something to pass 
off lightly, 

The preceeding columns presented and 
discussed the changes of law as they 
affect social clubs in general. For more 
specific application of the law to your 
individual club, consult the IRS or FTB 
office or a tax practitioner who is 
familiar with the unusual and complex 
field of tax exempt organizations, To 
ignore the law is to risk your fortune 
and possibly your freedom,

For the past several weeks, I have 
been ‘Boning Up’ on the subject of the 
California desert, My concern stemmed 
from the many rumored land closures 
throughout Southern California and an 
invitation to attend the U.S. Bureau of 
Land Management’s 1970 Advisory 
Board meeting held in San Bernardino 
on June 11th and 12th. These are some 
of the things which I have learned and 
which I have heard, They should be of 
interest to motorcyclists across the 
nation, because as an official from the 
Washington D.C. headquarters of the 
BLM indicated, the California BLM has 
done such a fine .job that they intend to 
use it as a ‘model’ for overall applica- 
tion. 

This will come as a surprise to many 
of us, The BLM does not have jurisdic- 


_ tion over the entire California desert. 


They only have jurisdiction over the 
public lands and approximately one-half 
of the desert is privately owned, If you 
will recall your U.S, History lessons, 
the Federal Government gave the rail- 
roads every other section of the public 
lands as payment for establishing the 
transcontinental railroads, Before you 
get too alarmed, remember that this 
happened about 110 yearsago, Which was 
a couple of years before most of us 
started riding motorcycles ‘out there’. 

You fellows who ride from Barstow 
to Las Vegas each year are guilty of a 
separate instance of trespass about every 
other mile you travel. The accompanying 
map depits the current status of public 
and private lands near Barstow. Now 
just imagine for a moment, what would 
happen if the Brand ‘‘ X’? Sheep Company 
bought all of the private land from the 


Southern Pacific R.R. and fenced it in, 
Perhaps one of you mathematicians can 
figure out exactly how far a person could 
ride in a straight line without a pair of 
wire-cutters. Sure would complicate the 
Barstow-to-Vegas race! 

Don’t sell your machines, yet! Read on! 

Although we may often have our doubts, 
the BLM is an agency whose role it is 
to ‘protect’ the public lands in such a 
manner that the best interests of all 
users are considered, And this includes 
motorcyclists. 

What I’m trying to do, is to put you, 
the reader, in the position that the BLM 
finds itself in, They have the authority to 
horse-trade with the other private land- 
owners and public land-use agencies, 
The desert lands hold a lot of values to 
a lot of different users, and the BLM 
doesn’t want to horse-trade away any 
lands that have any value to any segment 
of the public, 


What really spooks me, is the way in 
which the BLM is going about it! But 
then, I’m not too sure that they have 
any alternative. 

In order to protect the interests of 
everyone, the desert has to be surveyed 
and inventoried. The survey is needed to 
determine who ‘owns’ what! The in- 
ventory is needed to determine the uses 
to which each piece of ground might be 
put. Some of the areas have been com- 
pleted and where ‘doing our thing’ doesn’t 
interfere with others, we have been 
given the green light, And this is the 
major portion of the California desert, 
On the other hand, there are someareas 
in which the best interests of the total 
public is served by not allowing any ve- 
hicular traffic, An example would be the 
site of some important archeological 
discovery or a pioneer cemetery. 


This leaves only one remaining cate- 
gory, and that is those areas which are 
‘suspected’ to have some other value but 
have not yet been inventoried, And here, 
the BLM is taking the position that ve- 
hicular use must be confined to esta- 
blished roads and trails until ‘such time 
that surveys and inventories are com- 
pleted. 

Now, whether we like it or not, we 
have in the ranks of motorcyclists, some 
people who haven’t yet seen the hand- 
wiring on the wall, I am speaking of the 
ten-percenters . who will not control 
their actions and consequently are getting 
all of us kicked-off from land throughout 
the State, Because of this, the BLM 
doesn't trust any of us to use the desert 
without being supervised, In essence, 
the BLM is telling us thatthey recognize 
our needs, they have and are making 
areas available for us, but the general 
public doesn't want us out there unless 


we are supervised. And atpresent, there 
is no money in their budget to hire and 
train supervisors. 

The general theme of the San Ber- 
nardino meeting was that ‘‘motorcycles 
are dratically devastating the desertand 
this demands drastic remedial mea- 
sures’’, This opinion was voiced by 
most of the representatives of the other 
user groups, The motorcyclists’ two 
representatives to the BLM’s Advisory 
Committee were both conspicuous by 
their absence. Tom Cosgrove (Pacific 
Coast Honda), Bob Sanford (my name- 
alike from Cycle News), and I tried to 
hold the line for motorcycling, even 
though we were only there as part of the 
invited audience. In spite of our appeals 
to not consider all motorcyclists by the 
adverse actions of a few, resolutions 
were introduced and adopted, which re-
